His subject treated <>f the Indian 

trouble way hack in the '70's, when 

General Custer was sent to bring the 
Indians to account for their harsh 
treatment of the settlers west of the 
Republican Riv< r and cast, of the 
Rookies In connection therewith, 
Mr. Jenkins had many amusing and 
interesting things to say of the 
Ian t Custer and Ids men. Ouster's 
ability to converse with the Indian 
braves was due to visiis he had made 
ms before to the Texas Deaf-Mute 
institution, then presided over by the 

late I Vol'. Van Noslrand, who will be 

remembered as a teaoher at the New 
xork Institution previous to his de- 
mise. Gen. Custer found it, amusing 
and instructive learning to converse 

in signs with the pupils. This studs 
proved of a.vad during the Indian 

mpaign, The commander's experi- 
ence in hunting the buffalo, although 

lie was a. crack shot, was not on 
the first occasion conducive of pro 

Stable results. Instead of bringing 

h'lH intended game to earth, ne 
brought down his own horse, and 
might have fared badly with the 
Indians, had not one of his soldiers 
Come to the rescue line x peclcdly. 

Mr. Jenkins related many amusing 

bances that, befell Custer on his 

Brst march against the Indians. lie 
also treated of the Indian character, 

and habits, and described the manner 

in which the government, soldiers 
communicated their errand to the 
savages. The savages disclaimed all 
knowledge of violence having been

All the members of the Hoard of 

Trustees were in attendance at the 
monthly meeting held Monday and 
Tuesday, 

Among the important mat lers re- 
ceiving the Hoard's action was the 
Confirmation of the following appoint- 
ments made by Superintendent 
Knott since the last meeting, viz: 
Louis Benner, hostler, in place o\' 

Morris Straab removed for disobedi- 
ence of orders ; Clifford Hose to he 

laundryman in place of Frank Fur- 
row, who resigned on account of 
poor health ; William Ilimro.i to he 
kitchen man vice Clifford Hose trans- 
ferred to the laundry. The latter is 
a deaf-mute, son of the matron of 
the institution, and has heen employ- 
ed in the kitchen for about ten \ cars. 
One of the visitors' attendants, .Miss 
Smit, hhaving received an appoint- 
ment as-<caeher in the Soldiers and 
Sailors Home at Xeuia. tendered her 
resignation, and her place was Idled hv 
transferring Miss Barrett, who has 
heen acting as little hoys' nurse. 
The latter vacancy w ill he secured 
by a lady from Hamilton county. 
The practice of allowing pupils to go 
home for I he holidays has rcccixcd its 
('male, the Hoard adopting a resolu- 
tion forbidding pupils to go home 
between September ami June, except 

on account of serious sickness or 
death in the family. Another matter 
which received attention at the hands 
of the Hoard was the putting a stop 
to making the institution a hotel for 
certain persons who hecause they have 
the money, have heen in the habit ol' 

making frequent visits to their chil- 
dren at the sohool, Of course, while 
here (hey lodged and hoarded at (he 
expense of the State. The Hoard 
passed a resolution forbidding (his 
practice except under extraordinary 
cases, such as serious sickness of a 
child. The action is just; for now 
there can come no complaint on ac 
count of favoril ism being shown. ( )ur 
observation has shown us that parents 
of pupils in moderate circumstances 
never come to visit their children 
during their time at School, ami 
hence they will not complain of the 
new regulation. Another good effect 
this rule will have, is less visits from 
parents. Teachers of the deaf know 
what hindrances are caused both to 
them and their pupils by visits from 
relativeSi We know of instances 
where pupils have been three or four 
times during a term absent from 
their class-rooms a couple of .lavs or 
more at a time going around town 

with their parents', visiting friends, 

or seeing the sights. It demoralises 
the pupil in his progress, and has a 
tendency to set him or her backward 
in the class standing. 

There is some defect in the fly- 
wheel of the new engine completed a 
month or so ago, and for this reason 
the trustees have refused to accept 
and pay Forthe machine until Ihe con- 
tractor comes up to his specifications.
